Increase In Postal Rates

WASHINGTON", »- C., July 4— The 


newspaper and periodicals o£ the Unit- 
ed 'States lost a long drawn out and 
important fight of many yeav's stand- 
ing during -the latter part of June, 
when the House Committee on Post 
Offices and Pest Roads tabled 
the 


Ixjugworth bill which would hare nul- 
lified the second class postal increases 
whichweut- into effect on July! 


Albert S. .Burleson. Postmaster Gen- 


eral throughout both Wilson • adminis- 
trations, fpught long and ardently 
to 


put'tliis measure on the statute books, 
and won out with the^help of the then 
democratic majorities in both Houses 
of Congress. 


. The increase in second . class postal 
rates, which affects all newspapers 
and periodicals is the 
fourth of a 


succession of annual increases. 
The 


first occured on July 1, 


.Prior to that- crate, the postal rate 


for second class matter was uniform 
for newspapers and periodicals, 
no 


matter what distance it was sent to 
the subscriber. The recent T*osrmas- 
ter General and those who sided with 
him attacked this system as a "sub- 
sidy" granted by the government, and 
contended that in. the transportation 
of this second class mail the Post of- 
fice Department actually lost a con- 
siderable sum of money. 


The answer made to this argument 


was fliat an increase of postal rates 
on this kind of mail matter was put 
ting a Iiearr tax on the dissemination 
of information. 
The magazines 
of 


national circulation were particularly 
bttter against tbe increases. A zoning 
system went into effect nt the time. 
which made it necessary to put much 
more postage on a periodical sent, let 
us say, from a 
New York office of 


publication \a a subscriber on the Pa- 
cific coast, .than on a similar periodi- 
cal scut to a subscriber ; in Newark
